Engineering. Just over $500,000 
worth of approach roadwork 
and landscaping will be done 
early in 2011. 

The bridge was closed in 
January 2009 over safety con¬ 
cerns about the structure. The 
region re-routed traffic over 
Beckett’s Bridge on Regional 
Rd. 24 to the west and the 
Webber Rd. and Lincoln St. 
bridge in Welland. 

The flat open bridge is 
expected to ease crossing for 
motorists, pedestrians and 


cydists as well as farmers with 
wide equipment, who could 
not cross the old bridge.

Sight Hounds of Group 2-Part 3 


O ur last three sight hounds contain 
the names of die countries that 
developed them and used them for sport 
hunting. We have the Irish Wolfhound, 
the Scottish Deerhound and the Russian 
Wolfhound (known now as the Borzoi). 

Ail three breeds have an ancient 
Greyhound body type but there were no 
records kept to chart how they developed 
from the middle east regions to the British 
Isles and Russia. Again, they probably 
were traded or given as gifts to ancient 
travellers who took them back to their 
countries. All three breeds have denser 
coats to live in the harsher climates. 

The Irish Wolfhound has the distinction of 
being the largest, heaviest and tallest of the 
sight hounds. They were strong and fearless 
to hunt the giant Irish Elk and wolves. 

They were used to remove all the wolves in 
Ireland Later they were used on smaller 
game. They love to please people and prefer 
to live in the home with the family. They are 
gentle giants that love to be with children. 



Ihe Scottish Deerhound could only 
be owned by royalty that were Earls or 
higher.! hey were fearless and fast enough 
to hunt down deer. The Deerhound 
was considered so valuable that an 
Earl sentenced to death could trade 
his Deerhounds and gain his freedom. 
Once deer hunting using dogs to kill 
them was disallowed, the Deerhounds 
lost popularity. They look like a smaller, 
slimmer Irish Wolfhound but much fester. 

Ihe Borzoi (Russian Wolfhound) 
was owned by Russian aristocrates for 
centuries. In Russia, hunting for the 
Royals was a big project. Along with the 
hunters and dogs went horses, tents, food, 
servants, supplies and favoured guests. 


These hunts went on for many days away 
from home. To travel to the areas where 
the wolves could be found these hunting 
expeditions used trains with up to 40 cars 
to move all the Tzar’s supplies and people. 

Over 100 Russian Wolfhounds would 
participate in these hunts. The Foxhounds 
would be sent out first to flush out the 
wolves to the open fields. Then the Borzois 
in groups of three were turned loose to 
chase down the wolves and catch and pin 
them to the ground till the hunters arrived. 
The hunters followed on horseback then 
would jump down and claim the wolf. It is 
said that the wolves were then set free. It is 
doubtful that this happened as Russia, at 
that time, was overrun with wolf packs. So 
it is unlikely that this was the real ending 
to the story for the wolves.

Council recently held a special meeting to 
discuss the city's potential to play host to a wind energy 
manufacturing cluster. 

Mayor Vance Badawey said after recently passing a 
final report regarding the Port Colborne Industrial Park 
Development, it's the city's intent to “move aggressively 
forward to market the area.” 

together, he said, creating a partnership between the 
city, Niagara Economic Development Corp., Upper Lakes 
Marine and Industrial, and Rankin Construction. 

The manufacturing section of the proposed wind 
energy cluster development would be located between the 
Welland Canal and Ramey Rd., between Second and Third 
Concessions. 

The area on the east side of the canal, south of Clarence 
St., would be used for lay-down and transportation. 

In order to obtain the lands east of the Welland Canal, 
council has given staff direction to continue talks with St. 
Lawrence Seaway Management Corp., which owns the 

property. 

The area on the east side of the Welland Canal has 
already been used to store wind turbine parts. DMI 
Industries in Fort Erie had a number of parts on the land 
this summer. 

The mayor said Port Colborne is an ideal location 
for a wind energy cluster, because the wind energy 
manufacturing sectors would be able to take full advantage 
of the city's available lands, multi-modal transportation, 
location, infrastructure and Port Colborne’s current 
industrial supply chain. 

The city's location on the Great Lakes and well- 
established manufacturing base will make Port Colborne a 
“one-stop location for manufacturers of wind turbines and 

There are “big players” in the industry, such as Samsung 
and Siemens, he said, that are currently scouting for new 
developable lands throughout the province. 

We're hoping the city can make a great pitch to those big 
players and have one of them locate here. 

All we need is one industry to come and it makes it 
somewhat easier to attract other green industry. 

Green industry can become Port Colborne’s future. Not 
only in pure manufacturing alone, it could be a hub for 
green energy education through partnering with either 
Brock University or Niagara College.
